T., was instantly killed by the posse, the other, WOliam 
Chaelburn, of this city, was fatally wounded. 


The outlaws exchanged shots with the posse. 


MERCHANT SHOT. 


During the exchange J. M. Pope, a merchant, was shot 


through the foot and a woman named Malone was struck 
in the leg by a stray bullet. . 


The outlaws held up and robbed six traveling men at the 


Brltton Hotel at Winfield on Sunday n!gh(;_last and es- 
caped. 


At Cedarvale last night Detective. Calhoun encountered 


both of the outlaws on the street.

Not being positive of their identity, Calhoun secured the 


City Marshal and one of the robbed traveling men,-and all 
three started in a carriage in search of the two men. 


MADE A STAND. 


Early today they drove into a side street. 'The traveling 


man identified, them and the trio in the carriage were just 
in the act of making a stand when either Madigari.or Chad- 
burn opened fire.

SHOT THROUGH HEART. 


Calhoun was shot through the heart, an'd th'e • outlaws 


made their escape temporarily. 


The town was aroused. 


The outlaws stole two horses and started for Hewins. 


While a posse was gathering- at Cedarvale, word was wired 
ahead of Hewins, where the deputy sheriff quickly gathered 
a score of armed men about him.'! 


Within two hours the outlaws rode up to a hardware 


store at Hewins, secur.ed a rifle and a revblver and started 
cut of town on a gallop.

OPENED FIRE. 


Just as Madigan and Chadburn were leaving the main 


streets the posse opened fire from the protection of a store. 


The robbers returned the fire and a lively fusillade fol- 


l>wed. 


FELL FROM HORSE. 


Finally Madigan fell from his horse, dying almost in- 


stantly. 


Another bullet soon brought Chadburn to the ground, 


shot through the bowels, , 


Curing the exchange of shots J. M. Pope, a member ot 


tlie posse, received a slight -wound in the foot, and a Sirs. 
Malone, who had been attractedHo the scene by the firing, 
v.'as shot in the lee. 


Her wound-is not,serious. 
Madigan's body was taken to Cedarvale, and Chadburn 


was placed in the hospital, where it is said he cannot live. 


DESPERATE MEN. 


Madigan and Chadburn :were each under thirty years of 


age. 


Chadburn had ^served time in the Kansas penitentiary 


for robbery.

"The policy-of- nations' nowadays is

interests are. 


"Great Britain' is our best purchaser, 


while Germany buys almost' nothing of 
us and tries .to . sell.;.us/.all. she • can. 
Moreover, It is evident: that we .could 
not leave . open irritating controversies 
with Great Britain which might precipi- 
tate an armed struggle, for ;Great Brit- 
ain holds indisputably; the empire of the 


THE WARSHIPS.

four or five. It Is. thus well for us to 
accept these manifest^ facts and consider 
the value which . British co-operation 
would give us in certain eventualities 
The greatest, intrinsic-value of such co-

MOROCCO QUESTION.

In the columns of this paper, THE

cript, writes to ask If there were not 
charges of gross immorality against 
both of thesd distinguished Americans 
and, some of their eminent contempor- 
aries 
He also expresses surprise at 


omission of all reference 
to these 


charges In the recent disputation. 


Ugly stories were told not only 


about Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Hamilton 
but about Dr. Franklin and other pa- 
triots of the revolutionary period. Ap- 
parently not even Washington himself 
was entirely above suspicion. The first 
noted American who became entangled 
m a disgraceful amour, and yet out- 
faced the scandal, was Mr. Hamilton, 
President Washington's Secretary of 
the Treasury. Mr. Hamilton, a mar- 
ried man, carried on a disgraceful In- 
trigue with a Mrs. Reynolds, a mar- 
ried woman. Upon the appearance of 
a political pamphlet in exposure of his 
conduct he had the exceeding nerve 
to publish his own version of the mis- 
erable story and to lay all the blame 
on the woman. As has been remark- 
ed, the great Federalist leader 
and 


founder of the Federalist party "rep- 
resented himself as an Injured Inno- 
cent, the unsophisticated victim ot a 
wicked woman's wiles." And he con- 
tinued to hold his place as a public 
rnari—notwithstanding the fierce as- 
saults of press and pulpit. 


If we may rely upon the public 


prints of those days, the amours ot 
Colonel Burr, afterward Vice-Presi- 
dent, were no less numerous or notor- 
ious than those of Alexander Hamil- 
ton. In the period of the Republic's 
Infancy they were current history. Al- 
though tales of Mr. Burr's Immorality 
were upon every man's lips the gen- 
tleman helu his head up arfd went 
about his business without apparent 
concern 
It was his duel with Mr. 


Hamilton in which the latter -was 
killed and his rumored plots with 
Spain against this Government, and 
not his notorious intrigues with wo- 
men, 
that accomplished his political 


downfall and rendered him so unpop- 
ular. 


A Scotchman 
named 
Callender, 


whom Mr. Jefferson had released from 
prison and often lent money, was the 
author of several miserable scandals 
about Washington. It Is a fact >of his- 
tory that he "tried to blackmail Mr. 
Jefferson into making him postmaster 
at Richmond," and upon failure of 
this scheme published a series of re- 
volting stones about Mr. Jefferson's 
private life. And by the Federalist 
newspapers of the Northern 
States 


every one of these tales was promptly 
copied. Says Mr. W. E. Curl is, Mr. 
Jefferson's biographer: 


"He was probably no more immoral 


than Franklin, Washington, Hamilton 
and other men of his time. He was 
neither a St. Anthony nor a Don Juan. 
Judged by the standard of his gener- 
ation his vices were those of a gentle- 
man and such as did not deprive him 
of the respect and confidence of the 
community." 
- 


One hears at Intervals considerable 


talk of the good old days and the good 
people of those days. As a matter of 
fact the standard of morality is much 
higher today than it ever was before. 
—Eureka Californlan.

KANSAS CITY, July 12.—Judge John 


F. Phillips in the United States District 
Court today granted the temporary in- 
junction prayed for by the Missouri, rail- 
roads restraining the State Railway and 
.Warehouse 
Commissioners of Missouri 


and the Attorney-General of the Suite 
•from enforcing 
the 
maximum freight 


rate law enacted by the last Legislature. 


When the law went into effect on June 


16 eighteen railways in this .State peti- 
tioned Judge Phillips 
to 
restrain the 


State officials from enforcing the act, 
the railroads making the claim that the 
.rates provided in the new law "were pro- 
hibitive and would amount to the con- 
fiscation of their property. The suit also

AWARDED CONTRACT 


FORJUBA WORK 


NEW YORK, July 12.—The Havana 


Central Railway Company has awarded 
to a prominent electrical company con- 
tracts for the construction and equipment 
in Cuba of the largest electric railway 
system ever Initiated by American inter- 
ests outside of the United States. 


The company is to build and operate 


a network of interurban lines radiating 
from the city of Havana and covering 
an extensive territory in the interior of 
the island, which has hitherto been with- 
out transportation facilities. 
About 125 


miles will ho constructed at first, involv- 
ing an expenditure of nearly 55,000,000. 


The road, besides its passenger traffic, 


will inaugurate a freight service. 


The power house to be constructed In 


Havana will generate 7,500 horse power 
of electric energy at 91,000 volts, three- 
phase current, for the purpose of oper- 
ating the new lines. Steam turbines will 
be used, this being tbe first instance of 
such equipment being called for in the 
West Indies. The entire system is ex- 
pected to be in operation within fifteen 
months.

The peace party at court has done its 


utmost to secure the recall of M. Mur- 
avieff, under the belief that his con- 
duct of the negotiations would be sure 
to lead to unfortunate complications 
if not to complete wreck of the hopes 
of peace. 


The members of this party profess 


to believe today that they have won a 
victory, and that while M. TVitte will 
not head the Washington mission, that 
Pokotiloff, Russian Minister to China, 
M. Witte's right hand man, will head 
the mission. They say the Emperor's

on

when he received M. Muravieff coldly 
and remarked that he did not believe 
his health would stand the strain of 
going to Washington and the Imperial 
intimation was of a character not to 
he disregarded.

"While the country appreciates tlie 


efforts that the Government has r°- 
cently made to insure better treatment

in'Victoria, British Columbia, yester- 
day. 
A telegram announced that he 


registered himself and companion as 
"George D. Collins 
and sister, 
San 


Francisco," at the Driard, the fashion- 
able hotel of Victoria, last night. There 
the alleged bigamist, who fled from this, 
city last Friday night to escape his 
pending trial, is now safe from the 
power of the authorities of California. 


In the treaty which the Government 


of the United- States signed with Great 
Britain bigamy is not on the list of 
crimes for which a fugitive must be 
extradited. 


Chief of Police Dinan yesterday Af- 


ternoon received the following tele- 
gram from Victoria in answer to the 
one he sent: 


VICTORIA, July 11—Chief of Po- 


lice Dinan, San Francisco: If Collins 
comes this way cannot hold him. See 
extradition treaty. 


J.-M. LANGKEY, Chief of Police. 
Collins is indeed safe for all time, 


unless some Governor of a province 
desires to give him up, and this is an 
extremely 
unlikeiy 
occurrence. 
If, 


however, the grand jury indicts him 
for perjury he can lie extradited. Col- 
lins swore .in an affidavit that Mrs. 
Collins No. 1 was not his wife. 


One witness has been found by the 


police who was on the train in which 
Collins and his wife took passage and 
he remained 
with 
them 
until "they 


reached Portland. The man is James 
Harries, Pullman car conductor. Ac- 
cording to his story, Collins and his 
wife rode with him to Portland, reach- 
in there at 7:25 o'clock Sunday morn 
ing. 
The former inquired -minutely 


about the trains running from Port- 
land to Seattle and about the connec- 
tions from Seattle to Victoria. 


EN ROUTE FOR CANADA. 


Collins was on .his way to Canada, 


and he should have reached ther,e, 
provided he missed no - trains, early 
Monday morning. This means that he 
was perfectly safe from possible arrest 
at least half a day before his escape 
was discovered 
in 
San 
Francisco. 


"While-the exciting scene was'going- on 
in the courtroom last Monday after- 
noon, and while every one was asking 
the question, "Where is Collins?" that 
Individual was probably sitting on the 
veranda of his hotel, smoking a cigar 
and smiling as he thought of the furor 
•which his escape was''creating in his 
native city. •

SAN FRANCISCO, July 12.—Commis- 


sioner-General of Immigration Frank P. 
Sargent returned Monday from Honolulu 
on a tour of inspection which Mus included 
the Immigration stations of the islands of 
Hawaii and Maul. He is stoppfc^f at the 
St. Francis, where he was seen yesterday, 
and made some suggestive statements 
concerning his views of the Japanese sit- 
uation in Honolulu and California. 


The number 
of immigrants 
to 
the 


United States from all sources for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1905, he said, 
•would amount to about 1,000.000. Of this 
number, only 255 were Chinese, against 
509 for 1904, showing a decided and nat- 
ural falling off during the year. The Jap 
situation, he said, was decidedly different 
and presents a complicated problem to 
Hawaiian planters, whose labor market is 
being depleted by the steady departure 
to this coast ot the Japanese laborers on 
the islands. 
"From July 1, 1904, to April 30, 1905, 
there were 7636 Japanese who landed on 
the Pacific Coast from Honolulu; most of 
these came direct to San Francisco. So 
far as I could learn, only 590 left on the 
Olympia and went to Victoria. The rest 
came to San Francisco. 
This large importation of cheap labor 
Into the United States is a statistical fact, 
In spite of Japan's pressing need for men 
to fight her battles, which need has less- 
.. 
ened, according to Sargent, the direct im- 
" 
migration of Japanese into tho Hawaiian 
islands from 1434 in May of 1904 to only 
620 in Mai- of 1305. 
/ 
Mr. Sargent declared that this depletion 
f 
of the labor supply in the islands is serl- 
\ 
ously hampering the planters, and it is 
1 
certain to work injury to the agricultural

industry there.

CHARGES IN AN 


AFFIDAVIT. 


SAN FSANCISCO, July 12.—After a 


consultation of close upon three hours 
yesterday in Judge Murasky's chambers, 
the attorneys for Mr. and Mrs. W. H, 
Talbot "were,unable to agree as to the 
disposal of the children of the litigants 
and a further conference in the afternoon 
had the same result. The matter will, 
therefore, be continued until some definite 
conclusion is reached, and in the mean- 
time the children will remain in the pos- 
session of the mother, as ordered by 
Judge. Murasky when Mrs. Talbot filed 
her complaint alleging negiiect and ili- 
treatment from her husband, and asking 
i'or separate maintenance, with an allow- 
ance of $2500 per month. 


Samuel M. Shortridge, attorney for Mrs. 
Talbot, and W. H. Jordan, representing 
the husband, endeavored to find a com- 
uromise regarding the control of the 
children until after the vacation term of 
Judge Murasky, when the case could 
then be decided oh its merits. Attorney 
Jordan suggested that the children be 
allowed to go to Hedwood City for the 
summer, accompanied by their, mother, 
but Mrs. Talbot does not wish to return 
again to the place where, she alleges, she 
was confined for over four months in 1903 
and held a prisoner without a chance to 
see her children. Attorney Shortridge is 
in favor of Lake county, but the father's 
lawyer objects, stating that it .would be 
possible for the mother to take 
the 
little ones from there out of the State. 
As both sides seem equally determined 
not to give in, there is little prospect of 
an early settlement of the. question. 


PISTOL STORY. 


One of the "bombshells" which have 
been promised by both sides should the 
case ever come to trial, was portialiy ex- 
ploded yesterday. An affidavit was sign- 
ed by W. - H. Talbot and taken to court 
to be used in an emergency, but it was 
not filed. Later in the day Mrs. Talbqt 
received information as to its contents, 
which made her very angry. 


"I have been informed that Mr. Talbot's 
attorney has prepared an affidavit which 
states that if I am allowed to retain 
possession of the children it will. not 
only be detrimental to their healths but 
also a positive danger to their lives;" 
said Mrs. Talbot last night. "I am -told 
also that it claims that I have threat- 
ened to kill them several times when 
.1 was excited and 'hat I carry a pistol 
which I discharged upon one occasion. 
I can only say that every charge in this 
document is an absolute lie. As though 
I would attempt to hurt the ones I love 
best in all the world. The charges are so 
absurd and rediculous thnt they are ap- 
parent as willful lies, only conceived to 
hurt me in what they know to be my 
tenderest spot—my love for my children. 
Mr. Talbot gave me a revolver years ago 
and I have it yet, filled with blank 
cartridges. 


SHE WANTS LITTLE. 


"I do not ask for much. All I want 
is enough to support me and .the children 
and to be allowed to have them with me; 
'to watch over and guard them and bring 
them up right. I want to be able to take 
them from the influences which I know 
are contaminating and to know that I 
have their love and respect. . I am wlU- 
ing to meet Mr. Talbot on any ground 
thnt he may suggest but I want my chil- 
dren to be 'real'y mine and not to be 
taken from me and taught to look down 
upon their mother by those whom they 
should not associate with." . 


Attorney Shortridge was asked the rea- 
son for the many delays in settling the 
minor details of the case before it went 
to trial, and he said: 


"I do not feel that we have .been 
treated • fairly ,by the opposing counsel. 
Our agreement was that if the father 
was allowed to take the children to Hed- 
wood City for the Fourth .of July they 
would be returned to their mother and 
she would retain undisputed possession 
of them until the case came to trial after 
Judge Murasky's vacation. 
Instead of 
that' agreement being carried out. they 
obtained an order .from Judge Lawlor 
calling for equal control. They have en- 
deavored in every way to strew our path 
with difficulties. 
No agreement has1 been 
reached .as yet. but Mrs. Talbot will 
never consent to the children being- taken 
'from her unless the courts so order after 
hearing- the case—and I am in no fear 
on that point." •

China's Machiavelian-Proposition. 


Japan is quite right in refusing to admit representatives from 


China to the peace conference. Russia is suspiciously willing for 
China to have a voice in arranging the terms of peace, which will- 
ingness is a good reason for Japan rejecting the proposition. Man- 
churia is nominally a Chinese province, but the Chinese government 
had neither the power nor the inclination to force Russia to evacuate 
it. When Japan demanded that Russia comply with her agreement 
to retire from the Liao Tung peninsula,, the Chinese government 
vacillated and declined to back up the Japanese demand. Now that 
the Japanese have expelled the Russians by force of arms unaided, 
the Chinese government—prompted by nobody knows who—comes 
forward with a request to be allowed a voice in arranging the terms 
of settlement. It requires no particular discernment to perceive that 
the Chinese representatives would be virtually masters of the sit- 
uation. The> v.otild probabh make a secret agreement with Russia 
to betrav Japan, just as the Empress' advisers did prior to the.out- 
break of the Manchurian war. China has remained neutral all during 
the war waged to decide who should be master of Korea and Man- 
churia, and by doing so has forfeited all claim to representation at the 
peace conference. It is Japan that has fought Russia. It is Japan' 
alone that should agree with Russia as to the terms of peace. China 
has no power to enforce any agreement she may enter into, and her 
good faith can no more be relied on now than it was to be relied on 
two years ago, when she was privately consenting with M. Lessar 
to her own spoliation while pretending to appeal to the signatories 
to the Pekin Treaty for protection. As a nation China is cowardly, 
corrupt and false to the core—a fact that nobody better understands 
than the Japanese. 
It would be an act of supreme folly for the 


Mikado to admit this palsied hand and crooked diplomacy to a place 
in the adjustment of the differences which brought about the Man- 


war.

What Lord Kitchener has said about the inefficiency of tfye In- 


dian army organization is now repeated by Lord Roberts about the 
home military organization. Great Britain has clung 
to obsolete 


methods and antiquated forms till she is no longer effective as a nuli- 
tar> power. The fatal weakness revealed by the Crimean War was 
strikingly demonstrated during the Boer War, yet repeated disasters 
and exposures have not availed to awaken John Bull from th'e lethargy 
of his traditional conceit. The glamor of Waterloo still chains the 
British public mind. Whether the warnings of Kitchener and Roberts 
will have any decided effect remains to be seen. The British public 
is hard to move out of a settled way of thinking, and the British 
public has lang been saturated with the conceit that the British soldier 
is invincible. 


In Chicago fort\-four persons were killed on the Fourth of July 


and many more injured. 
In Baltimore no person was killed and only 


four persons slightly injured 
The striking contrast was due to the 


firm stand of the Baltimore authorities relative to the discharge of 
explosives in the streets. This was absolutely forbidden, and in con- 
sequence there were no fires nor fatalities. In Chicago they had an 
old fashioned Fourth, and in consequence death and the undertaker 
reaped a rich harvest. Incidentally the fireworks' dealers made a 
large profit, which might appropriately be termed blood money. 


Norway and King Oscar. 


Sweden and Norway have-by no means settled their differences, 


though it is probable that they will do so without resort to arms. It 
now appears that King Oscar was right when he said the Storthing 
and not he had violated the constitution. 
The action of the Storthing 


in declaring the union with Sweden abolished had no warrant in the 
Norwegian constitution, and the pretext alleged in the preamble as a 
justification'for it was untrue. The King was charged with violating 
the constitution by vetoing the'bill providing for a separate consular 
service. The King did not exceed his constitutional powers, but the 
Storthing did. It is provided in the Norwegian constitution that a 
law may be passed over the King's veto, but to do so requires passage 
by three successive Storthings. It is admitted by Bjornstjorne Bjorn- 
sone, the famous Novelist, himself a Norwegian patriot, that the Storth- 
ing acted hastily and unconstitutionally, and in a manner calculated 
to offend the Swedish people. 
He believes the matter of political 


separation should have been submitted to a popular vote of both na- 
tions, feeling confident that the Swedish people would have voted in 
the affirmative had that course been pursued. However, a situation 
has been created that requires delicate handling if bloodshed is to be 
avoided. A \var between these two fractions of a once powerful race 
would excite profound regret throughout Europe and America. It is 
fortunate at this juncture that Sweden has a King so pacific in dis- 
position and so conservative in action. He is lending all his influence 
to a peaceful adjustment, notwithstanding the affront put upon him by 
the Norwegian Storthing. 
It is pointed out that he is still legally 


King of Norway notwithstanding the act of that body, but he displays 
not the slightest disposition to assert his claims in that particular. He 
is wise enough to realize the folly of trying1 to impose his rule on an 
unwilling and rebellious people. 


"It is humiliating in the highest degree to the American people 


to have a Senator of the United States convicted of an offense that 
virtually amounts to bribe-taking," says a contemporary. Not half 
so humiliating as to allow the said Senator to accept bribes with im- 
punity. The culprit has disgraced himself, the high office he holds 
and the people who elected him, but his conviction is a credit to the 
American people. 


A Bit of Bourbon Casuistry. 


Alton B. Parker evidently takes no stock in the Bryan-Dunne- 


Johnson program of committing the Democratic party to the prin- 
ciple of government ownership of all public utilities. In a letter to 
the Tamman\ Society regretting inability to be present at the annual 
Fourth of J«h celebration in the wigwam, the late Democratic can- 
didate for President says 


''Because greed, left to run riot, has produced some bad condi- 


tions in citieb and in great corporations, \\e are advised to run head- 
long into municipal or Government ownership'and operation. This 
policy is advocated, in spite of the fact that in other countries, and in 
surroundings far more favorable for these experiments than our 
own, they haie uniformly interfered with development and curbed 
initiative. In other words, the only alternative thus presented for 
the curbing of greed is that of rushing wildly into all the perils of 
over-govei nmeut." 


It was to have been expected that an old school Democrat like 


Judge Parker would blame the tariff for all forms of paternalism, but 
it is easier to point out the evils of government ownership than to 
connect them \\ith Republican policy. It is rather a bit of special 
pleading, however, to charge that the 
socialistic 
teachings of the 


radical wing of the Democracy are the logical offspring of the pro- 
tective tariff. 
But Judge Parker belongs to the ancient school of 


Bourbonism which is wont to ascribe all the ills that befall the public 
to the party in political opposition. 


By inference he groups Bryanism and the fad of public owner- 


ship with protection aaid the policy of government control and reg- 
ulation of railroads. Ever} man of ^ordinary sense knows that no 
such grouping even approximately corresponds with the facts, or | 
that there is any such line of division in American politics as he at- 
tempts to draw. Bryan and his satellites believe in government owner- 
ship ', Parker and his school believp the government should not attempt 
to control and regulate traffic on the railroads. The Republican party i 
believes in government control but not in government ownership. [ 
Every student of modern conditions is convinced that 'one of the two 
things is inevitable—the government must either control.the railroads 
or own" them outright. 
Men like Judge Parker offer an alternative 


that'has been tried and found to be fatally' defective. 
They merely) 


represent a kind of conservatism tljat resents and deplores change j 
"of any kind. Their's is the Bourbonism which forgets nothing andj 
learns nothing,-and'which is oblivious tio\the\lessori& of'experience.}
